The Advocate is in receipt of a tel- 


egram from Saginaw giving the de- 
tails of the killing which was not wit- 
nessed 
by any person. Kilpatriek 


was killed at Stanley, about midnight 
Sunday, July 19, while on board the 
steamer "Flora" on which vessel lie 
was employed as a deck hand. 


The "Flora" runs between Cleve- 


land and Saginaw and this was Kil- 
patrtck's first trip on her.
